Thank you for purchasing the RadioShack Handsfree Speaker/Charger with Microphone and Ciips. It turns your wireiess phone into a mobiie 
speakerphone and charger, aliowing safe, handsfree taiking, and it charges your phone whiie in use. Just insert and attach a connector moduie 
(specific to your phone make and modei), piug the speakerphone into any standard 12-voit power source, connect it to your phone, and piug in 
the microphone. 



Speakerphone Plug 


Volume — Adjusts speakerphone volume. 


Power/Mode Button and LED — Press to 
change to either handsfree or privacy/mute 
mode. Lights green when power is on and 
the phone is charging. Lights red when you 
are in privacy/mute mode. 



Visor Clip 


Microphone and clips are included for 
handsfree talking, and easy attachment 
to your clothing or car visor. 



A WARNING A 

Never place a phone where it could damage or 
interfere with the operation of any passive safety 
device (airbags or seat belts). 


Sy note 

’ If your cigarette-lighter socket or power outlet 
remains on when the vehicle is turned off, 
and you plan to leave your vehicle for more 
than a week, unplug the speakerphone. This 
prevents excessive battery discharge and 
possible difficulty in starting your vehicle. 

• If your vehicle’s cigarette-lighter is difficult to 
reach, outlet adapters are available at your 
local RadioShack store or online at 
www.RadioShack.com. 

’ You may need to turn the ignition to 
Accessory or ON to power the cigarette- 
lighter socket. 

’ Replacement microphones are also available 
at your local RadioShack store or online at 
www.RadioShack.com. 

• To avoid feedback, position the microphone 
so it is not directly in line with the speaker. 


PREPARATION 

You can use a RadioShack phone holder, 
available at your local RadioShack store or 
online at RadioShack.com, to hold the phone 
upright. A 

1 . Insert a connector module into the back 
of the speakerphone.

2. Tilt the connector module upright, insert 
the hook into the mating slot, then press 
down to secure it in place. 

To remove or change modules, insert a 
flat head screwdriver into the slot to 
release the latch. Lift the connector to 
remove it. 



3. Insert the speakerphone’s plug into your 
vehicle’s cigarette-lighter socket or 12- 
volt power source. POWER lights, 

4. Plug a phone connector into the slot on 
the base of the phone. The connector 
only fits one way; do not force it.

5. Plug the microphone into the charger’s 

HEADSET/MIC jack.

6. Attach the microphone to your car’s visor 
using the visor clip, or to your clothing or 
seatbelt using the lapel clip. Cf

Preparation 

• Be sure to remove the lapel clip from your 
clothing before you leave or move about the 
vehicle. 

• To prevent audio distortion, do not allow the 
microphone cord to touch the phone. 

Changing Modes 

• The phone and speakerphone may lose 
mode synchronization if the power is turned 
off or the phone is disconnected from 
handsfree mode. If this happens, press the 
Power/Mode button to select the desired 
mode. 

• If you are unable to make a call in handsfree 
mode, contact your phone store to update the 
phone’s software. 

• When placing a call, you will not always hear 
the touch-tones through the speakerphone. 
This is normal. 

• Many phones work in half duplex mode, 
meaning only one person can talk at a time. It 
may take a moment for the speakerphone to 
switch between you and the person you are 
talking to. You may need to pause for a 
moment before you hear the other person 
talk. 


To attach the microphone to the visor, 
slide the visor clip onto the visor and tuck 
the wire into the space between the 
windshield glass and trim, or under the 
trim. Run the wire down to the dash 
edge, being careful not to put the wire 
where it can be pinched by the door. 

To attach the microphone to your iapet, 
attach the lapel clip about six inches 
below your chin. Leave a comfortable 
length of cord between the microphone 
and the speaker. Wrap up the excess 
cord so it does not interfere with vehicle 
operation. ^ 

7. Turn the phone on if it has not turned on 
automatically. Refer to your phone’s 
manual for phone operation instructions. 

CHANGING MODES 

Press the Power/Mode button to select 
handsfree or privacy/mute mode. When 
pressed, it changes color and function. It 
lights green for handsfree mode, and lights 
red for privacy and mute modes. O' 

in handsfree mode, the phone’s internal 
microphone and speaker are disabled and 
the phone operates as a speakerphone. You 
may talk and listen without holding the 
phone. O 

in privacy mode, the phone operates 
normally. Your phone’s software determines 
whether the phone operates in privacy or 
mute. 

in mute mode, the microphone is muted so 
the person on the other end of the line cannot 
hear you. 


SPEAKERPHONE 

OPERATION 

Your speakerphone makes and receives 
calls the same way whether in handsfree or 
privacy mode. Refer to your phone’s manual 
for information on additional phone features. 

Adjusting the Volume 

You can control the speakerphone’s volume 
from your wireless phone er using the 
speakerphone’s volume control. Reduce the 
velume te a comfortable level to minimize 
any echo. 

To increase the speakerphone’s volume, 
move velume towards the speakerphone’s 
plug. Te decrease the speakerphone’s 
velume, meve volume away from the plug. 

On some phone models, the volume of the 
tones generated when pressing the buttens 
on the keypad cannet be controlled by the 
phone. If the tones are toe loud, reduce the 
speakerphone’s volume. When you are 
finished dialing, you may have to re-adjust 
the volume to a comfortable listening level. 

A NOTE ABOUT 
QUALITY 

Wireless phones use radie waves to 
accommodate many users on a radio 
network. Radio communications do not 
always provide the same voice quality and 
reliability as your landline phone. Yeur 
speakerphone/charger cannot improve the 
phone’s performance. Variations in voice 
quality will be heard with the speaker and 
may be louder because they are amplified. If 
you are experiencing a badly distorted call, 
check to see if the phone has a good signal 
level. Lew signal levels are typically 
associated with poor voice quality. If your 
signal level is good and you are still 
experiencing poor voice quality, hang up and 
redial the number to get a different channel.
